Medical Facilities 

8 . Between June 1951 and August 1951 dengue fever, resulting from malnutrition, 
was fatal to 120 residents of Jiamsa-ri (0589/3097/684-9) In Changjon*ni 
(128*11, 38*44) (DT*2987) and to 250 residents of Onjyong-ni. In August the 
population of !femsa*ri was 320 and^of QnJySng^ai 2,500* Between September 1951 
and Kovember 1951 residents of Kosong-gun sterilized clothing With steam* 

During October residents received injections and inoculations . In January 
1952 the people's hospital closed; two infirmaries opened in January for 
administering only to army and government personnel, affording priority 
treatment to persons possessing social insurance hospital tickets* Civi lia ns 
had to obtain medicine through their own efforts* In February 1952 a 
disinfecting station and infirmary were at Kosong-gun* 

labor Conscription 

9 . Prior to late December 1951 residents of Kos&ig*gun were recruited to trans- 
port ammunition and food by hand from Ch'aasaem (128*15, 38*36) (DT-357 2 ) 

and Sinp*ung*ni (128*05 , 38*4-3) (DT-2085 ) to the Wolbi mountain (128-lB, 38*37) 
(OT*39T4-) front. In late December five trucks began to move the supplies 
from T'angch'on (127*54-, 38*54-) (DU-0506) * Since late December one person 
from each family had been conscripted for road construction work at Qnjong*ni 
for a period of 10 days each month. Each person so conscripted was being 
required to provide his own food and to sleep at the site of the reconstruction. 

Evacuation 

10. CfcT approximately 20 July 195 1 about 8,500 persons were evacuated from KosSng* 
gun to Chongp* yang (127*22, 39*48) (C7*6006) * On approximately 25 September 
1951 about 4,300 persons from Kosang*gun i including families of members of 
county police, were also evacuated to Chongp 'yong* Each person received salt 
and about 200 grams of rice and other cereals daily. The evacuees lived in 
underground shelters which they constructed* Excepting persons engaged in 
fi shing or employed in the fisheries associations and the consumer's guild, 
all "residents of Kosarg*gim had befcn moved by February 1952 to mountain 
centers in 0njong*ni and Ch'angdae-rl which had been selected for the residents 
hy government officials* In order to avoid United. Sat ions' air attack, offices 
of KosSng*gun political and cultural organizations had been moved to 0 njong*ni 
by February 1952 . These offices included the Kosang*gim branches of the SKIP, 
the Korea Democratic party, the Farmers* Union, the Women's Union, the Democratic 
Touth Union, and the Fatherland Defense Association. 
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Security Measures 

11. In February 1952 village authorities of KosSng-gun were recruiting civilian 
residents including children over 12 years of age and women for guard duty 
at Tillage entrances and crossroads. These persons were unarmed and used 
n i gh t and day. One member of each family in tojong-ni was being conscripted 
for thi s duty once every month. Police were standing guard only on special 
occasions. Civilian guards questioned civilians only,, while North Korean 
army personnel were responsible for all travelers, deluding police and 
soldiers . 


12 a Tn February the principal m t of the police office was surveillance of 

jilaal brewers and peddler* , The number of police la Kosoog-gun was to be 

reduced * 

13. Because most of the inhabitants of Kosong-gan were living in caves, no air- 
raid shelters have been necessary. So air raid signals had been given at 
any time.

Th-ee 
anti-aircraft installations were on a hill half way ap tm Ku&ehi mountain
